Among those items completed 
are L-8 and L-l, the east-and 
west dikes intended to divert 
flood waters away from the 
muck lands, for a total of ap- 
proximately $2,500,000.

While few of the works are 
near enough completed to affect 
the muck lands very much dur- 
ing the '54 farming season, the 
next rainy and storm period 
should see some major benefits 
accrue to the “Agricultural 
Area”, 

Flood and water control ef- 
fected and anticipated by these 
combined State and Federal 
works have had a telling effect 
on the attitude of investors from 
the north, as well as Floridians. 

More»thaiGiui$80,000,000 spent 
by the State and Federal gov- 
ernments to prevent floods, pro- 
vide drainage and irrigation 
facilities attracts the substan- 
tial industry and investors. 

Cattle feeds, dairying, rice, 
and ramie are among the more 
staple crops and industries at- 
tracted to the Glades since the 
announcement of this program.

Did you ever wonder why we ! 
ant GNO òf beef all the year 
just during the late summer and 
ers round up their heards and send 
market? The reason is that there are 
of steers. 

The first kind is what the meat people call 
“finished” — a steer which can immediatel 
vide succulent roasts, steaks, stews, ha £ 
and other dishes. These animals are bought by 
the packers, and the cuts from them are soon on 
the nation’s dinner tables. 

‘The second kind aren’t so well fini: 
animals are bought by cattle feeders. 
fed great quantities of grains and grasses and 
improved in both quality, and quantity. Three to 
six months later they are sent to market again 
and bought by the packers, at a time when a 
diminished supply of steers is coming from the 
ranges. Thus the supply of beef is evened out 
over the year. 

This does more than to assure that we will 
have plenty of beef available whenever we want 
it. It also helps to stabilize the beef price struc- 
ture. Otherwise, beef prices at wholesale and re- 
tail would soar between one roundup time and 
the next: 

The meat industry is geared to satisfying our 
needs in the m ost efficeint and ecomonical fash- 
ion, no matter what the date on the calendar.
